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$20,000 payment 
not tied to road, 
Stowell boss says 


_ The $20,000 payment offered by Stowell 
Products Inc, to the town of Woodstock is 
not necessarily tied to the proposal that the 
town give the mill access road over to 
Stowell. 

Stowell Operations Manager Bob Bick- 
ford tald The Citizen the proposal for the 
mill to take over ownership of the town road 
that passes through the mill is separate 
from the mill owner's desire to make 
amends for the $20,000 the town lost in back 
taxes when the mill changed hands. 

“Our interest is to try to compensate thern 
(the townspeople) for the twenty thousand 
they lost in back taxes," Mr, Bickford said, 
(The new owners would like to take 
ownership of the town road up to the 
cemetery, because théy are concerned with 
potential liability in case of accidents, Mr. 
Bickford said.) 

He and Stowell chief operating officer 
Doug Bucy spoke with the Woodstock 
selectmen two weeks ago and talked about 
taking over the road as well as about 
compensating the town for the last back 
taxes. “(But) Doug was adamant that we 
are not hooked up to the deal (taking over 
the road in exchange for $20,000),” Mr, 
Bickford said. He added, the company 
would be equally willing to donate money 
towards. the new grader, which purchase 
was authorized by special town meeting last 
week, 

Following that. meeting, the selectmen 
briefed townspeople on the request of the 
Stowell officials to take over the road, and 
of the offer by’ those officials to give the 
town $20,000. 

The town lost the money when Casco 
Northern Bank sold the mill to the newly 
formed Stowell. Products Inc. and refused 
to pay the back property taxes owed by 
Stowell Wood Products, upon whom the 
bank had. foreclosed, 

Operations Manager Bickford made it 
clear the new owners did not feel they were 
legally bound to pay the back taxes, “We 
have no legal obligation,” he said, “but we 
feel we have a moral obligation.”

Gamm, Inc., a New Hampshire gar- 
ment manufacturing firm, plans to open 
a satellite plant in the Bethel area, The 
Citizen has learned. 

Gamm already has two factories—one 
in Ashland, N.H. (the headquarters of the 
firm), and one in Berlin. The Ashland 
plant employs 250 people and the Berlin 
plant employs 185, 

Jeanette Demers, plant manager of the 
27,000-square foot Berlin facility, told The 
Citizen she has been looking around 
Bethel and Locke Mills for a building in 
which she could set up an assembly 
operation to stitch ladies’ clothing, most- 
ly slacks. She expects the facility to 
employ 25. to 30 people when it begins 
operation. 

‘T started this plant {in Berlin) with 
nine girls,” she said. “I know it can work 
in Bethel.” 


She cited.labor shortages in the Berlin 
area as her reason for wanting to set up 
a satellite of that operation in the Bethel 
area, ‘In Berlin the labor force is getting 
scarce. The young people have left town. 
We find it’s difficult getting employees,” 


She is familiar with the Bethel area, 
being a regular summer camper at Ab- 
bott's Anchorage, in Bryant Pond. She 
says she likes the local people and thinks 
they will benefit from the presence of an 
additional employer, “Something like 
this could be good for housewives,” she 
said. 

The Gamm official said she hopes to 
find a suitable building shortly, and add- 
ed she could be in operation soon after 
signing a lease for the space.

Central Maine Power Co. said last Thursday it plans a Demember 
filing for new rates based on increased costs of providing electricity 


to its 435,000 customers. 


In a notice to the Maine Public Utilities Commission, the company 
announced it would request .an increase in revenues to take effect next 


year, 


“Though it may be of little consolation to the electric consumer, we 
believe these price increases are necessary,” a CMP spokesman said. 
“On the positive side, as a result of the tough decisions made by the 
PUC and the company earlier this year, the rates now projected in 1986 
and 1987 are less than the company had been projecting at the time 


of its last rate filing in 1984.” 


The Maine Nuclear Referendum Committee, which is championing 
option 1A on the Nov. 5 referendum question on the siting of low-level 
nuclear wastes, points out that CMP is spending a substantial amount 
of money to push alternative option 1B. 

The $100,000 media blitz in favor of 1B is being paid for by Maine 
Yankee, which is partially owned by CMP. “How dare they come beg- 
ging for a rate hike when they are wasting money on partisan political 
campaigning,” an MNRC spokesman pointed out. 

We hope the PUC will take a long, hard look at this rate hike request, 
since CMP says it is just the first of a number of requests it’s 


considering.

Nobody’s 
Business 


Memories remain as more of 
the past leaves 

Three more vestiges of the era when 
The Citizen was printed by letterpress 
left for a new home Jast Saturday, The 
Eclipse folder which had been in the 
plant since the turn of the century, the 
venerable Miehle cylinder press pur- 
chased by The Citizen in 1956 which was 
manufactured some 80 years ago, and 
the Fairchild engraver dating from 1964, 
were sent on their way to Rowley Prin- 
ting on Massachusetts’ north shore, 

This writer well remembers the brisk 
November Saturday 29 years ago, when 
the Miehle was installed in the shop and 
the first issue of the paper printed on it 
five days later, The “Fairchild” made it 
possible 21 years ago for The Citizen to 
make its own plastic engravings for 
reproduction of photographs. Before that 
it was necessary to send photographs to 
Lewiston or Portland to have zinc 
engravings made.

The Eclipse folder, and recollections of 
the Campbell cylinder press (preceding 
the Miehle) really kindles the fires of 
recollection concerning the “days of our 
youth.” When not in operation they were 
the “ships” and “forts” that fed the fan- 
tasies of the six and seven and eight year 
old minds of this writer and his friends 
in the mid 1930s. 

Since last spring we have attempted to 
find a “home” for this machinery, when 
almost by accident it was discovered a 
couple of months ago that Don Kent of 
Rowley Printing was interested. We were 
beginning to fear that the machinery 
would have to be discarded like so many 
things overtaken by the progress of 
modern technology—the rusty one-horse 
rake forlornly disintegrating by the 
barnyard fence, the ornate cast-iron 
kitchen range on which many sumptuous 
family feasts were prepared uncere- 
moniously toppled onto the town dump, 
and the once-proud family car now can- 
nibalized in the far reaches of a junk 
yard. 

So it came to pass.... 

As is illustrated elsewhere in this edi- 
tion the newspaper press, the folder, and 
the engraver were removed from the 
Citizen shop last. Saturday.

A “conditioning powder” 
makes hens lay and “ cures all their 
diseases.” Another medicine, a pain 
killer, cures toothaches, colds and chills, 
and cramps and colic, for only 90 cents. 
You can also purchase for 35 cents a 


palatableness,” It is used only by “refin- 
ed people,” and it is “elegant and useful.” 

Such was the tone of Woodstock’s 
tabloid of bygone years, at one ordinary 
amd intriguing, predictable but occa- 
sionally spicey.
